in this connection he is expected to 
co-operate with Captain Andre Portleu, 
French commissioner. 
Lord Xcrthcliffe issued the follow- 
ing statement: 
"The war cabinet has designated 
me head of the British war mission 
in the United States and I have been 
Instructed to coordinate the work of 
the various Bruish organizations al- 
ready established here.

Tho automobile caravan which will 


be sent out In May by the San Fran- 
cisco Advertising club has assumed 
military importance as a test of road 
conditions in that stretch of country 
between San Francisco and Denver, 
through which there run but three 
trunk line railroads. In the event of 
the disabling of these railroads through 
the mountains the highways would be- 
come of the utmost importance, and 
the necessity of having ready infcrma- 
tion regarding the conditions not only 
of the Lincoln highway, but of an al- 
ternate route, has been seen by the 
military authorities.
